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2. The Examiner suggested that priority from the PCT application should be claimed 
under 35 USC 371 , rather than under 35 USC 119 and 365 (a). However, since the 
PCT application in question does not designate the United States, it is believed that the 
claim to priority is correctly made under 35 USC 119 and 365 (a). Thus, 35 USC 365 
(a) reads as follows (emphasis added): 

In accordance w'rth the conditions and requirements of subjections (a) through 
(d) of section 119 of this title, q netionat application shall be entitled to the right of 
priority based on a prior filed international application which d&slgnated at least 
one country other than the United States, 
A copy of the front page of the PCT application from which priority is to be claimed is 
attached. As the Examiner will see, this PCT application claims priority from the original 
US patent application Serial No. 08/399,724, filed March 7. 1995 (from which this 
application also claims priority), and does not Include the United States in the list of 
Designated States. 

3. This paragraph raises an issue which results only indirectly from the Examiner's 
telephone messages. 

The Examiner will also see, from the attached front page of the PCT application 
from which priority is to be claimed, that the Application Number of this PCT application 
is PCT/US96/03023, filed March 6, 1996, whereas the present application incorrectly 
refers (on page 1 , line 8) to Application No. PCT/US96/30023. The fact that the 
application number given on page 1 , line 8, is incorrect is immediately apparent when it 
is realized that the total number of PCT applications filed in the US Receiving Office in 
1996 was less than 30,000 (the total number was in fact 20,828, as can be seen from 
the attached page of statistics from the appropriate web site). 

It is believed that it would be appropriate for the Examiner to make the 
appropriate correction to page 1, line 8, of the specification, byway of an Examiner's 
amendment.
